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Certification  of  Dried  Fruits  Bequired 

The  International  Bureau  of  the  Universal  Postal  Union  reports 
in  Circular  No.  156  of  July  27,  19^8,  that  Turkish  authorities 
consider  Both  dried  and  fresh  fruit  as  forming  parts  of  plants, 
and  therefore,  these  products  must  he  accompanied  ty  phytosanitary 
certificates  indicating  origin  as  veil  as  freedom  from  pests  upon 
their  importation  into  Turkey. 

This  pronouncement  ly  Turkish  authorities  extends  the 
certification  requirement  for  fresh  fruit  in  Supplement  No.  1 to 
dried  fruit  also. 
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
